The protection of property, real nnd per- 


sonal, in this city in 1745 was lev thor- 
ough and less systematic perhaps than it 
is in these days when the maintenance of 
the police department costs ft;,000,000 a 
year and the value of property delivered to 
the precinct houses and to the property 
clerk at headquarters is more than $750,- 
COO a year, bat whatever the local arrange- 
ments were for the protection of property, 
they wore, if the statement* ot the local 
chronicles of the city are to be believed, 
inadequate in the case of Patrick Phegan, 
a resident New Yorker, who offered a re- 
ward of £3 and all reasonable charges for 
the recovery of property taken from his 
residence under the flagrantly indefensible 
conditions following, as recited by Phegan 
in a proclamation addressed to "the good 
people of tho king's colony:" 


Whereas about 12 o'clock on Saturday night 
last one Timothy Long, jeyner, aged about *> 
year*, has a dent on his upper iip under hia 
right nostril, a scar on his right check, ia 
about 6 foot high, wears a blue coat, a black 
crape jacket, a light colored wig, in company 
with Thomas Powle, a lusty young man, be- 
longing to the garrison of New York, with the 
»id and assistance of Judith, wife of Patrick 
Phegan, the undersigned, did rob tho said 
Phegun's house of several sorts of goods (the 
paid Phegan then lying dangerously ill of a 
violent fever aud sickness), among which •were 
» good feather bed, a chust with sundry aorta 
of goods, a teakettle, a frying pan and many 
other things. 


As niey be seen from this, Patrick and 


Judith were engaged in what in these days 
would be described as light housekeeping, 
but the traditional affection of many weak 
members of the fair sex for a soldier In 
uniform led to a larcenous partiality for 
Powle, a Tommy Atkins of the city garri- 
son. Phegan's recital of the details of the 
robbery and the personal appearance of the 
male conspirators against his frying pan 
and teakettle does not include a descrip- 
tion of the wife of his bosom, Judith, but 
hia apparent deficiency is supplied in th* 
second half of the proclamation, which l»' 
as follows: 


The said Judith is a thin, lively-woman, with 
hazel ey ea, a small scar on her face; wears 
sometimes a short scarlet coat, at other times 
a long black cloak, and has taken her son 
•with her, aged about 4 years, a handsome, 
lively boy, with his hair cut oft* lately, only a 
little lock behind. Whosoever secures the said 
persons so that they may be brought to jus- 
tice will have £S and all reasonable charges 
paid by 
PATRICK PHEGAN.

It ia not stated whether Long junior, 


Powle, soldier; Judith, the thin, lively 
woman, or her son, with his hair cut, was 
apprehended by the local constables, but it 
is evident at least that Mr. Phegan recov- 
ered from his fever and violent sickness, 
and the action of Judith seems to have re- 
lieved him from any possible charge for 
alimony. Phegnn was a grocer, nnd in an 
old copy of one of the local newspapers 
there appeared this bulletin, over his sig- 
nature, one year after the departure of 
Judith: 


"We hope nil our kind customers as are

London, June Ifi. — A special dispatch 


from Hongkong says all the Peking lega- 
tions have been destroyed and that the 
German minister. Baron von Kfttelcr, 
has been killed. 


Tbe Roman Catholic cathedral at Pe- 


king has been burned, and a number of 
native converts and servants have been 
massacred. 


Advices from 
Tien-tsin report that 


large incendiary fires occurred iu the 
eastern part of the city, wheiv three Eng- 
lish and American churches were burned, 
besides the residences of many foreign- 
ers. 
Telegraphic communication is in- 


terrupted, the poles having been burned. 
and .there is no hope- of immediate repairs 
being made. 


A Hongkong dispatch says: 
"The British first class cruiser Terri- 


ble, with troops, has sailed for Tien-tsin. 
Captain Percy M. Scott of the Terrible 
previous to sailing arranged to land a 
12 pounder and other ship's guns for land 
service. 


"The British first class armored cruisei 


Undaunted has suddenly been ordered 
north under sealed orders. She will sail 
immediately. 


Riot* at Ban-Chow. 


"Trouble is brewing near West rive.r. 


Riots have broken out at Bun-Chow, 
whence over 100 refugees arrived at Wu-

their way to meet the rebels." 


What with the above reports the situa- 


tion iu the far east appear* perceptiblj 
graver. To add to the dillictilties comes 
the news that telegraphic communiciuion 
between Shanghai and Tien-tsin is total 
ly interrupted. Consequently the prevail- 
ing uncertainty as to the facts and possi- 
bilities of the position will be accentu- 
ated. 


It is generally recognized now that the 


position of the foreign! is at Peking u 
perilous, as there is but a short step fron 
the massacre of the servants of foreign 
*rs to the killing of the foreigners them- 
selves. 


"If a massacre is averted," says The 


Spectator, "and the palace reduced to

Germany produces more game tlian nny 


>ther country in proponion to Its arcji. 
There is a profitable trade in it, and the 
markets of Frame arc? largely sujjjJii-d 
ironi this source. This abundance is not 
xiused by any unusually favorable condi- 
tions of soil or of climate, but by wise let;- 
tilation, which doea not sacrifice the gen- 
eral interests to the pleasure of a few. 


The German law regards game as one of 


the useful products of the soil, as properly 
vcbicb cannot be appropriated without the j 
commission of theft, at least if tbe right, 
to hunt has not been obtained through the 
proper channels. This right can bo excr- 
eised only as a result of holding a certain 
amount of land either by lease or through 
ownership, about 150 hectares for each 
tenant. Below that amount all the hold- 
Ings are joined together and rented by the 
zommunity for its own profit, tho proceeds 
being divided among the several propri- 
rtors in proportion to their holdings. If 
tho land altogether is not enouch to make 
one parcel of 150 hectares, udjoimiig com- 
munities can xnako a pool. 


Thnt is the foundation of the system. It 


is absolutely »quitable. Nobody can hunt 
for his own pleasure or profit exclusively, 
but nobody's property rights are infringed. 
Each person gets a profit from that which 
belongs to him. The small farmer is not, 
ns in France, at the mercy of the great 
landed proprietor or of tho poacher, and 
tbe fanner does not have to see his fleld» 
trampled by the hunters, as in France, 
where the land holdings are too small for 
tho establishment of preserves. 


The legal consequences of this state of 


things arc that the taking of gnrao with- 
out tho right to do so duly obtained is re- 
garded as theft. The owner of the land 
cannot take back -with one hand what he 
hag disposed of with tho other. He cannot 
hunt on his own land, having sold the 
right to do so. 


Game is placed under legal protection. 


There is a period In -which hunting is 
forbidden entirely, another in which 
only certain kinds of game mny bo taken 
or only tho males. These periods are gen- 
erally fixed by Inw, -with modifications in 
\nrious provinces. From March 1 to tbe 
end of Juno it is illegal to kill stags and, 
the young male fawns; from Feb. 1 to 
Oct. 15, to kill the does. Part/ridges may 
not bo shot between Dec. 1 and the end of 
August. 
This protection is extended to 


all kinds of game—to hares, pheusajits, 
and even to birds of passage, which it is 
against tbe law to kill in the breeding 
season. AH huntsmen at all times are for- 
bidden to use nets, traps or snares. This 
prohibition also exists in France. . But if 
the torms of tho law are severe its execu- 
tion is not. Years ago a law was intro- 
duced into tho French senate founded on 
the Gorman legislation, but there has bean 
no discussion of it lately. 


Tho Germans have stopped the nocturnal 


exploits of tho poachers without the aid of 
the luiv in this way: There prows in thnt 
country a certain kind of forage shrub 
with which they havo planted all their 
hunting grounds. This plant, precious on 
many accounts, ia unfortunately little 
known in Franco. Its botnnicul name 
is Lathyrus silvostris wagueri. It flour- 
ishes whore tho soil is very meager and 
where in summer drought spreads desola- 
tion nnd denth among other plants. 
Thfy? 


shrub, of very high and thick growth, 
forms a mass impenetrable by birds of 
prey. Beneath it the game birds enjoy the 
additional advantage of finding its seeds, 
which they uro very fond of and which 
keep thum fnt. 
Their flesh also acquires 


ft succulunco nnd flavor therefrom alto- 
gether unique and adjudged absolutely 
perfect Ijy epicures. No other plant com- 
bines thoso valuable qualities in suoh a 
meiiKuro for the protection o£ game. It is 
impos'siblo for poachers to spread nets iu a 
plantation of Juthyrns. 


In his botanical* field work In 18(»2 tho 


famous agricultural writer, \V)>giicr, ob- 
served tho latbyrns growing in a soil 
whero limestone nnd siliuious formations 
predominated. 
Tho vegetation of tho 


neighborhood was dry, tho trees and 
shrubs bora only nnant foliage, but tho 
Inthyrus wns growing luxuriantly. This 
phenomenon ut onco attracted tho at'.;-n- 
tion of n keen observer liko Wagner, nnd 
ho devoted himself to studying this won- 
derful shrub, whioh was so completely in- 
different to tho severest conditions of 
drought. 
Ho planted its send on his 


grounds, improved nnd perfected it, anil 
since, that timu tho buhyrus has become 
almost a national plant in Germany. It 
flourishes without fertilhers in this nrid 
soil. 
Its roots striko down several yards 


Julio tho lownr strata, where, they selzo tho 
chlorine and potassium compounds and 
phosphate noid they fi.urt thuro. The foli- 
nge is shown by analysis to uoptuln 30 per 
cent, of proteid mutter, while tho. best 
lucern grass fihown only l(i per cejit. 
Tho 


plant is cuion with avidity by horses, pigs, 
fiheup iirul all domestic animals. 


Tho German law bus takon great pre- 


cautions to ox tormina to poaching by strVk- 
ing nt, its root—thnt is, at tho poacher's 
profit in milling his booty. 
G.-uno is not, 


allowed to bo shipped hy railroad, by tho 
express deportment of the postjil service, 
or by any public conveyance, or to lit* sold 
rlthur from dour to door ui private houses, 
or in shops, unless it. is iiucdiupanicd by a 
cnrt ideate as to whoro it came frojii, which 
iiuiht bo signed by tho landowner or lossee 
of t bo hunting district 
It, Is easy to sou 


how difficult tho luminous <>C pouching is 
in Germany. It is humiliating, it is 
dnngi-mus, and, thnnks to tho numerous 
plantations of InthyriiR, it. is unprofitable. 
So it i» that this nurtwry of sinugKlor.s, 
Idltrs, thieves, and assassins docs not ox- 
lnt among our neighbors. Furthermore, 
ever} bndy Is satisfied, especially the furni- 
er^. who do not havo to Htnnd by, an thoy 
do In France, and HOO tho hunters, known 
and unknown alike, tramping over tholr 
lleliln, o\er their oivts and buckwheat, and 
(.-mulling their beets under font.—1'arla

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SALARIES OF ACTORS. 


POOR PAY AND SHORT SEASONS THE 


RULE NOWADAYS. 


BAND OF TARTAR CHILDREN. 


The Scale ot SnJarie* All Through tb* 


Profeeelon !• Moeb lower Than For- 
merly—Actor* Who Cannot Sftre Money 
to Tide Them Over the Idle Seuoa. 


"How tall are you?" 


! "Five feet nine." 


"Turn your profile." 
A moment of silence followed, white a 


young man, turning a clear cut, regular 
profile to the view of bis companion, 
stared at a frame of theatrical photographs 
on the wall of a manager's office. 


"Stand np and let me look at you." 
The young fellow arose with some slight 


embarrassment. His two years' experience 
had not placed him In just this position. 
many times before, so ho .flushed a little 
as he got up. But he remembered well 
enough what was just then necessary—to 
throw back his shoulders and stand as 
high as hig straight, dander legs would 
allow him. 


"You'll do," the manager said, with 


some reservation in his tone, "and you'ie 
one of the cases in which the photograph 
did not lie entirely. But if I give yon a 
part can you dress it?" 


"What is the part?" the young man 


asked, determined to say he could dress it 
whether able to or not, whether it took a 
frock coat and a dress suit or a Roman 
toga, 


"Oh, It's a very pretty part," the man- 


ager raid. ''It's the leading' one, and the 
only costumes you need ^re two colonial 
uniforms, one fatigue and the other full; 
drees. You ought to be able to do it for 
$130. The part's that of a young captain, 
and it's a very good one" 


•'What aro you paying?" asked the 


young man, with as much decision in his 
mind if not in his tone as there had been 
when he inquired about the costumes he 
would have .to wear. It waa a reputable 
firm of managers, and there was the pros- 
pect of making a con tract immediately, so 
it seemed to him that whatever the amount 
might be be would accept it. 


"We are paying 135 for a season of SO 


weeks," answered thev manager. 
"You 


are certain of employment through all 
that time, and you know our reputa- 
tion"—here he smiled grimly—"and yon 
are not likely to lose vour time in working 
for us." 


Thirty-five seemed » small sum -even to 


thnt eager applicant, and he was busy with 
mental mathematics the moment ho heard 
the amount. For his young wife and child 
it would take at the least. $ip a week in 
New York or wherever they\ decided to 
live permanently. It was out of the ques- 
tion for them to travel. 
On the road he 


could not live for less than $15 a week. 
There was f 5 a week to be paid forces-' 
tumes, to make up the cost of f ISO for tho 
80 weeks. That left f 5 a week for a period 
of 22 weeks during which he would be un- 
employed. It seemed a desperate enough 
outlook, but it was sure. There were the 
wife and tho baby, and there was a living 
for them out of that sum. Other offers 
might not come, and they might be no 
better when they did come. These reflec- 
tions passed rapidly througn his mind, and 
ho decided quickly. 


"Come in tomorrow to sign the con- 


tract," said the manager, "and I'll be 
able to tell you then about the rehearsals. 
We'll probably have four weeks of it here." 


The actor thought of this with a pang, 


but it disappeared in tb'e satisfaction of 
having settled his plans for the winter. 
It was true that the result: had not been 
brilliant It had taken unusual physical 
endowments to get the place, and his abil- 
ity in his profession had bqen established, 
eke he would never have been asked to 
come to that manager's office and talk 
business. 
t 
This case was one used td illustrate tho 


claim that the salaries of actors are not so 
large as they were several years ago, in 
spite of tho stories frequently heard of 
popular leading men who .receive such 
suras as $300 a week, popular comedians 
who get equally large rewards, and other 
favorite performers who arts paid iu the 
same proportion. 
That these stories aro 


exaggerated baa often been believed, but 
it was never thought that there had been 
any such diminution in pay ns recent 
cases indicate. 


''When Laura Keene paid WilliaJp Blake, 


a popular actor of old men's parts, $100 a 
week, and George Jordan, called the hand- 
somest mau on the stage atthattirne, $120 
a week, the. newspapers spoke of those fig- 
ures as very high. They were indeed for 
that time," said an old actor to a Sun re- 
porter. 
"The salaries generally ranged 


from $40 to $60 for the best of the actors 
of that period, butthese flgures were larger 
for that time than tho high salaries of to- 
day are. The cost of living was very much 
cheaper. '.The year's engagements were 
longer. At the most a month's holiday 
was given to the actor?, and sometimes 
they were not idle for more than two 
weeks. Now the longest period of work 
that an ector can get under any circum- 
stances is a season of 84 weeks. During 
the other 18 he is compelled to live on 
what he can save iu the season. Tho sal- 
aries paid do not .afford much surplus for 
that. The average actor's salary today is 
not so much as $40 a week. It is, iu fact, 
considerably under that sum. In the past 
actors would live with their families in 
the tqwn in which they were acting. Now 
they must pay the expenses of their fami- 
lies as well as their own when traveling. 
Years ago I got $60 a week in Chicago and 
was able to save money, besides support- 
ing my wife and child, but if I had bcou 
compelled to travel as well as pay the ad- 
vanced prices of living of today I never 
could have done so. 


"Tho actor's pay has not advanced in 


proportion to the compensation paid to 
other employees. In many cases it has de- 
clined. The sums paid to leading men, 
say, 15 years ago wore larger than any 
paid today. Charles Thome received be- 
tween $175 and $200 during his greatest 
popularity at the old Union Square thea- 
ter, and Montague got $200 at Wallack's. 
Now, one of the boat known leadlngaotors 
got last season $135, another receives $76, 
aud a third gets, 1100, net they are in ex- 
actly tho places occupied by the men who 
in the past received salaries nearly twico 
ns largo. Tho same change hns taken 
place all the way down the line, and, 
whilo the salaries paid to youi'K men may 
not actually bo etnnller in ainounfc, they 
nro in result, for prices nro everywhere 
much higher. I know from uiy own e^- 
pericnco thnt two-fifths of tho actors on 
the stage today nro dependent for their 
support during thowimiwr on relatives or 
friends. This Is not the result of improvi- 
dence in many cnnes, hut Is duo to tho fnct 
that gnlnries havo boon reduced trT n figure 
wliich makea any smlng, ovon with econ- 
omy, out of tho question. There nro, of 
course, exceptions to this rule, but they 
Include, A very few people, whilo what I

Wild Pr*»k> of XoncoUaa* Coder the 


be*denhlp of the Dwarf Caaan. 


Mrs. Mary Shears Roberts writes of the 


famous Tartar dwarf Casan in her serins 
of "Historic Dwarfs" in St. Nicholas. 
Casan was a noted warrior during the 
reign of Genghis Khan, and revealed a 
daring spirit even in boyhood. He gath- 
ered a band of wild boys under bis leader- 
chip, and Mrs. Roberts gives the following 
account of one of his pranks:

Tin Kin, the owner of the herd, soon dis- 
covered that-some of his choicest animals 
were 'missing, and off he started in hot 
pursuit, vowing vengeance on the mis- 
creants. He soon came in sight of the 
evildoers, but his rage gave place \f> aston- 
ishment when he found .his superb steed 
mounted by half grown children who were 
going .through various exercises under 
the command of a dwarf. Before he had, 
time to speak Casan came charging to 
him, saying: 


"We have not stolen your horses, as you 


may think. These are my soldiers. I 
wished, to teach them to ride well, and in 
order to do so I borrowed some of your 
coursers. You,, who know their value best, 
can surely find nothing wrong in our ac- 
tions. On the contrary, yon should be 
pleased to have your animals appreciated, 
and I can assure you we have found them 
worthy the highest praise." 


The owner was so taken aback at the 


dwarf's harangne tba't for a moment ho 
stood speechless. He soon, however, re- 
gained possession of his wits, and ex- 
claimed: "You appear to be a queer char- 
acter. Come to me with your comrades 
and we will talk the matter over together.'' 


The little cavaliers with one accord ac- 


cepted the invitation, rode hack to the 
tent of Tin Kin, breakfasted with him, 
and tho result of it all was that a firm 
friendship was established "between the 
Tartar horse merchant and the reckless 
little dwarf and his followers.

English Bible Distribution. 


Nobody secerns to know even approxi- 


mately what is the total output of Bibles 
at the present time. There ara reckoned 
to be about 70 centers of production and 
distribution, but what is tho extent of 
their work there are no means of ascer- 
taining. Of distributing associations there 
are four principal ones—the British and 
Foreign Bible society, the American Bible 
society, the Scotch and the Dutch. Of 
these the London society is by far t he- 
largest. 
It is managed by a committee of 


30 laymen, six of whom are foreigners 
resident in or near London. Of the re- 
maining 30, half nre members of tho 
church of England nnd tho other half are 
representatives of other Christian com- 
munions. It has a gross income of about 
£250,000. 
The. societies affiliated with 


it in various parts of tho world—col- 
lecting funds nnd aiding in the circula- 
tion of its sacred books—number over 
7,000. It has its own agents, dBpot.s and 
colporteurs all over Europe and through- 
out India, China and other countries. Of 
colporteurs alono it employs nearly COO in 
various parts of tho world, and it has be- 
tween 400 and 500 Bible womon engaged 
in bringing tho Bible and a knowledge of 
tho Bible to the women of the eastern 
world. It issues its publications in over 
300 different languages, and there uio at 
tho present time not far short of 1,000 
men, missionaries and others engaged in 
making other translations or improving 
existing ones.—Chambers,1 JournalV

The old outlet led southward across to 
Ocean pass, down through a comparative- 
ly insignificant river, into the Pacific. Its 
traces aro still clearly visible, whereas tho 
present outlet is north by way of the Yel- 
lowstone river into tho Missouri, and thus 
into the Atlantic watershed. This is due 
to a change in the movement of the earth's 
crust, and tho basin itself is partially due 
to atmospheric disintegration. 


Eagle's Nest lake, in the Adirondacks, is 


a glacial lake, a rock basin lake. Such lakes 
are scattered through the Adirondacks 
by the hundred. There are more of them 
in that single region Than in tho whole 
gouth, because the south, is of comparative- 
ly ancient topography, not having been 
glaciated. 


Lake George is an ice basin—not a mere 


dam of marine material or anything of 
that kind. It is yet more Lrautiful and 
picturesque than Lake Cbamplain. 


Schroon lake, in the neighborhood of 


the Adirondacks, is a rock basin, due 
partly to folding movements of tho earth's 
crust, partly to the gouging out of the 
loose soil by the action of the great ise 
sheet. 


Devil's lake, in Wisconsin, is a glacial 


lake remarkable for its circular form and 
for the very curious character of the cliffs 
that border it in many places.—Exchange. 


Home I-.ife Among the Indians. 


One would hardly suppose that there 


eonld be particular rules as to the manner 
of sitting upon the ground. But here as 
in every other part of Indian life there is a 
rigid observance of custom. Men may 
properly sifc upon their heels or cross leg- 
ged, but no woman may assume these at- 
titudes. She must sit sidewise, gathering 
her feet well under her,and make a broad, 
smooth lap. 
When working, she may 


kneel or squat, and when resting she as 
•well as the men may sit with logs extend- 
ed, but at all other times men and wom- 
en must observe the etiquette of posture 
distinctive of sex. To rise without touch- 
ing the ground with the band, springing 
up lightly and easily to the feet, is u bit of 
good breeding very difficult to one not to 
the manner born.

niceties of behavior.

death- 'Few pay any inonoy to tho invent- 
or. The wood rim is undoubtedly the most 
valuable contribution America has given 
to the bicycle. Nearly everything else thnt 
has stood th'e test of actual' use has come 
from "the other-side." France introduced 
the" bicyele, but- England improved it and 
gave to ridersrthe suspension wheel, ball 
bearings, pbe'uinatic' tire, tubular frame 
and tho ordinary and safety types. 


America bafc held her own in wood 


working. In '.fact, she leads the world, 
and the light,, strain resisting American 
buggy afesvays 'has been a marvel to for- 
eigners. 
Its wticels are so light that'tho 


foreigner wonders how they bold togothcr, 
but the .much talked of resistance is tho 
secret of vit. Itiis the combination of wood 
and steelithat makes the American buggy 
possible. The-wood absorbs the shock of 
vibration—is rosilient. Tho same principle 
applies to tho sa;el rail and the wood ties 
of the railway.

a* All Fool.' D»j. 


The last day of the old year and the flrflt 


wci'k of the new year are given up to fes- 
tivities. The fifteenth day of tho first' 
month is called the new moon holiday. | 
A particular kind of food is made at this 
time, consisting of dates, chestnuts, hon- 
•y and cake rice (a peq^iar kind of rice) 
boiled together. This food Is called med- 
icine food and is supposed to be proph-' 
y lactic and also to strengthen tho brain, j 
In the country torches are light**! to wel- i 
come the moon and people, assemble in i 
great numbers to catch the first glimpse 
of the luoon, as it insures happiness. This ] 
day is also observed as AH Fools' day. A 
favorite trick is to attach a flower secretly ; 
to some one'g clothing. 


In the second month, usually on the 


16th, butterfly holiday occurs. The third 
day of the third mouth is observed as tho 
flower holiday. On this day young men 
mako a cake of flowers mixed with wheat 
and rice, and this is fried. They also cook 
fish and other articles of food. 


The eighth day of the fourth month is 


called by the Buddhists the, washing day 
of Buddha. 
Households have a lantern 


for each person, and these are supplied 
with oil lamps instead of candles, as can- 
dles are made of ox fat or honeycomb, and 
Buddha forbids the killing of animals. 
Oil for lamps is always a vegetable oiL 
The lower classes attend ch-.trch on this 
day and sacrifice to Buddha. A cuke is 
mada of black beans, and this was former- 
ly decorated with flowers. Now this is 
rarely done, though artificial flowers are 
sometimes used for this purpose. At this 
time forms of animals are made of meal 
or lime and sold to tbo children. 


The fifth day of the fifth month is called 


swinging day, and is derived from China. 
Swings arc suspended from trees and 
frames, and everybody indulges in the 
sport. Boys put on their new clothes at 
this time. The root of the flng is cut with 
a sloping edge which is colored red, and 
this is worn in the hair to ward off calam- 
ities. The Japanese have a holiday nt 
this time, but have no idea of its deriva- 
tion. 


Tbe sixteenth day of the sixth month is 


observed as hair washing day. Everybody 
observes the day except the laborer. 
At 


this time wheat cake and macaroni are 
ca,ten.—Professor Edward S. Morse 
Popular Science Monthly.

The Directly Opposite View* of the Qnee- 


tlou Takes by Cluurle* lamb and Dr. 
Forbc* Winilov—A Few of the Mo*t 
Noted InitancM of Eccentricity. 


Professor Max Muller's reminiscence* at 


Ibe poet Tennyson, which are printed in 
The Cosmopolis, tend to confirm, the old 
tnd widely accepted theory that great gen- 
ius is apt to bo allied with great ecccn- 
Iricity. There seems to have been to tap 
late poet laureate a taint of the bad tem- 
per and intense egoism which character- 
ized his famous contemporary, Thomas 
Carlyle, and made him say and do so many 
ungraceful things. 
Dr. Muller quotes 


Tennyson, for example, as finding fault 
with tho meals spread for him by his host 
—a breach of good manners for which a 
schoolboy would be properly punished. At 
dinner he manifested annoyance because 
the sauce served with salmon was not the 
kind ho liked. At breakfast he whipped 
off tho cover of. tho hot dish set before him 
and exclaimed testily: "Mutton chops. 
The staple of every bad inn in England." 
Like Carlyle, the laureate was at his mel- 
lowest and best whilo under the influence 
«f his indispensable pipe. Dr. Muller re- 
lates that on one occasion, being taunted 
by some friends with his inability to break 
ihe smoking habit. Tennyson announced 
his intention to give it up at once and for- 
ever. Tho same evening he threw his pipes 
and tobacco cut of his bedroom window. 
After two days' abstention he was very 
moody and captious, and tho third day he 
was intolerably so. After passing a rest- 
less night he got up, went quietly to tho 
garden, picked up one of his broken pipes, 
filled it with tobacco and after a short 
pull camo to breakfast with normal seren- 
ity. He never again referred to the ques- 
tion of breaking the tobacco habit. 


It is astonishing how few great authors 


havo been free from marked idiosyncrasies, 
lending color to tho popular theory that 
between the most exalted intellects and 
insanity there is only a very narrpw di,- 
viding line. Dryden has put the belief 
into i\ famous couplet. Long before that 
was written Aristotle wrote, "Noexcellent 
soul is exempt from a mixture of mad- 
ness." Seneca said the eamo thing in 
other words nnd Pope echoes Dryden in 
bis "Essay on Man;" 
Remembrance and reflection how allied; 
What thin partitions benso frorii thought di- 
vide! 


Dr. Forbes \Vinslow, tho famous EngllFh 


authority on alienism, not long sincogave 
it as his deliberate opinion that there is 
n scientific foundation for the theory that 
genius and madness arc first cousins. 
He says that persons of genius ore usually 
persons of groat sensibility and thnt nerv- 
ous irritability and emotional disturb- 
ance go along with the ultra sensitive 
temperament.

Byron as examples of men of great genius 
who wero both endowed with that excess-

Junliis, in one of his famous 
letters to Sir William Draper, speaks of 
"the melancholy madness of poetry," and 
if v:o ;iro to confine our inspection if gen- 
iuses to poets and authors alone there 
certainly is much evidence pointing to 
the alleged affinity ot genius and in.sanlty. 


Coleridge could not have been entirely

Yet Charles Lauib observes in., ono pf 


his brilliant essays that "it is impuMtiblo 
for tho mind to conceive ofc n mad Shakes- 
peare," and ho takes issvio squarely with 
Dr. Forbos Winslow's theory by declaring 
that tho near relatiopsliip.of genius to in- 
sanity is a popular fallacy, nnd that "tho 
greatest wits will ever be found to be the 
ganost writers." "The ground of tho fal- 
lacy," says'Lamb, ''that men, finding tho 
raptures of tho higher poetry a condition of 
exaltation to which they have no parall 1 
in their own oxperlonqe besides tho spuri- 
ous resemblance of it in dreams and fevers, 
imputo n state of dreaminess and fever to 
tho poet. Ho is wt possessed by hi« sub- 
ject, but bus domination over it. In the 
groves of KUcn bp walks familiar as in his 
native paths.' Ho ascends tho empyrean 
heaven and IB not intoxicated. Ho treads 
tho burning marl without dismay. Ho 
wings,b'is flight without self loss through 
realms, of 'chaos and old night.' " 


Between this judgment of Lamb, who 


was himself a bundle, of pccoutricitics. nnd 
Dr. Wlnslow'g scientific opinion there is 
plenty of room for doubts and discussion. 
But ns, to.thp broader proposition that nil 
forms of genius aro(alvli? to madness, ,we 
do not beliovo it can bo sustained. Tho 
weight 9! evidence nnd of probability Is 
ngolnst iU The gifts that rnnko men gront 
inventors, eiarlng oxplqrcrs, successful 
navigators nnd disoovorurs, organizers of

j thu result of numerous surveys shows that 


iMo bottom of tbo sea does not prwsMJt eo 
many sinking irregularities as tho surface 
of the earth. Except for the islands of 
\olcanic origin and some coral patches, 
the bod of the Atlantic is an undulating 
plain of nearly uniform flatness and may 
be better compared to a tray with a sharp- 
ly ascending riia than to a basin. The 
slope of tbo lund, as a, general rule, is con- 
tinued out into the sea until it reaches a 
depth of about 100 fathoms, and then in- 
creases rapidly to l,500and 2,000 fathoms, 
reaching Dually to the normal depth of 
2,500 fathoms. 
The area between the 100 


fathom line and the shore, usually known 
as tho continental platform, is mally sub- 
merged land, and if the sea level were 
suddenly lowered to that extent England 
would be connected by dry land to Den- 
mark, Holland, Belgium, France, Ireland, 
Orkney and Shetland. 


.Nearly the whole of the North sea, with 


the exception of some of the Norwegian 
fiords, would bo laid bare, while tbo coast 
of Ireland would be extended 100 miles to 
tho westward. On the other hand, the 
raising of the sea level to the exrent of 
ten fathoms would put a largo part of 
Europe under water, as indeed has been 
several times the case with th&t continent. 
Not only in the Atlantic, but in the Pa- 
cific, on the west coast of North America 
especially, the continental platform rises 
abruptly from the margins of the real 
oceanic depressed areas, and this phenom- 
enon 5s one Of the strongest arguments in 
favor of the theory of the permanence of 
the great oceun beds. 


The sea level rnuy be taken as the relief 


equator of the globe, almost equidistant 
from the highest land elevation and tbo 
lowest depth of tho sea. 
But while the 


average height of the Innd is only 1,000 
feet, the average depth of the water is 13,- 
000 feet. 
Hence an enormous dispropor- 


tion exists between the mass of land above 
the sea level and the volumo of water be- j 
neath. Taking the area of the sea in com- 
parison to the land as 2% to 1 and mul- 
tiplying by 13, the number of times by 
which it exceeds it in depth, the total 
volume of ocean water is 36 times the vol- 
umo of the land above sea level.

- Distinguisued Chieftains. 


Mr. C. F. Holder ivrites for St. Nicholas 


a story of life in Easter island in tho 
south Pacific, entitled "The Festival of 
Eggs." It is the custom for the natives 
every spring to have a contest to sco which 
one can flrst •swim toun outlying rock and 
bring back unbroken a sea gull's egg. Aft- 
er describing one plucky victory won by 
the king's son, Mr. Holder says: 


As victor, Kaitaowas tho can tor of inter- 


est for the remainder of the day. 
Many 


gifts and favors fell to him, and he sat in 
the sea,t of honor nest to the king at the 
dance and the merrymakings on that and 
succeeding nights. 


Kaitae was much more intelligent than 


many of his comrades, and while he joined 
in their games and pastimes he as much 
enjoyed listening to his elders when they 
related stories of tho wonders of Waihn in 
the oldon time. He learned that in those 
duys the ibland was inhabited by many 
tribes of men, all under his ancestor, the 
king, and that the curious platforms and 
monuments that have since made Easter 
inland famous over the entire world were ! 
long before erected by his ancestors, just j 
ns in our parks we set up statues to com- j 
memorntu our own distinguished men, and j 
that the platforms wero tombs us much ' 
m wd by the natives of the island as West- 
minster abbey is re'\ered by patriotic Kng- 
lishiuen. 


During tho boyhood of Kaitae several 


strange ships bearing white men visited 
the island and traded vrith the islanders. 
But some difficulties occurred and num- 
l»>rs of his poople were killed, and once 
a horde of native enemies came in canoes, 
drove them to their hidden caves, de- 
htroyed thirir homes and killed hundreds 
of the people. When Kaitaoand his friends 
came out from their hiding places, they 
found tho statues iu many cases thrown 
down or broken in pieces and the tombs 
destroyed. The heads of tho images weighed 
tons and many could not be replaced, and 
there they lie to this day prone upon the 
situ of tho great volcano. 


A descendant of King Kaitae, also bcar- 


iup; his name, is or was a few years ago 
still living at Kaster island—un old man, 
over 80 years of ago, who delighted in talk- 
ing to foreipmTb of tho wonders of his na- 
the Waihu in ancient dajs.

The Lnnrenco Marques correspondent 


of The Times eays: "It appears that 
Steyn and not Krnger is now the stum- 
bling block :.ii the way of the surrender 
of the burghers. Shortly after the Brit- 
ihli entry into Pretoria Mr. Kruge.r pro- 
posed to reopen the peace negotiations. 
Mr. Steyn, bonring in mind that his for- 
mer advice was scouted, demurred to this 
and pointed out that, according to the 
treaty "between the republics, 
neither 


could conclude peace without the other. 
Mr. Kruper, equally unwilling to incur 
the charge of a breach of faith, had to 
continue the Avar. 
Nothing further is 


known regarding the rumored peace ne- 
gotiations, but it is a matter of notoriety 
that Mr. Krnger favors peace on almost 
any terms, but dislikes personally to take 
an initiative -that would involve, uncondi- 
tional surrender." 


Comment on Roberts. 


The war, as, it is learned, General 


Kelly-Kenny said to General Tucker a 
few weeks aco, is ''the rummiest I have 
ever seen. If we"— referring to the di- 
vision commanders— ''do things wrong, 
we are sent home in disgrace. 
If we do 


them right, Roberts gets all tho credit." 


And the war is "rummier" than even 


General Kelly-Kenny had any idea of. 
The spectacle presented this week of a 
victorious British general, in command 
of the greatest army hi1; country ever put 
iindec one man, shut off from all com 
munication .with the outer world while 
units of his forces, to the number o£ 
some 700 men. were annihilated by a sup- 
posedly pacified enemy whose territory 
was annexed, stands almost unique in 
military history. While Lord Roberts is' 
not blamed for these disasters, there is a 
strong feeling among the leading South 
Africans in London that he or some one 
blundered at Pretoria. 


Those who know every inch around the 


Transvaal capital sny Lord Roberts took 
the most arduous side to approach it. 
whprerxs, with easier means of access, he 
misht have gone eastward and shut oft 
all possibility of General Botha's retreat. 
As it is. the capture of Pretoria was prac- 
tically an empty triumph, except for its 
moral effect. 
What old South African' 


campaigners are asking is, "Why did Rob- 
erts not get Botha and his meu and take 
Pretoria afterward instead if occupying, 
a deserted town and letting the Boers 
calmly walk away under the nose of his 
overwhelming forces?" 


Yet. while tins question is frequently 


heard, there is such genuine admiration 
for Lord itoberts and belief in the elfi- 
cncy of his tactics that even those why 
ask it afe loathsome to criticise him uutil 
they know all the details.

As useful a way as any to help tho read-

It was at 
tho coaster Kashville. ot 4 :'.iO o'clock in tho 
morning. Mr. Lewis was the lookout on 
tho Nashville. Tho Union fleet, consisting 
of tho transport Baltic and the warships 
Pawnee, Pocahontas and H;irriec Lane, 
had loft Kcw York before the Xashvlllo, 
but tho Nashvillo passed thorn and arrived 
off tbo bar of Charleston harbor first. Tho 
Nashville, which belonged to a lino run- 
ning boats between Charleston and New 
York regularly, und had carried arms and 
ammunition to tho southerners, resembled 
the Harriot La.no in her sizo and rig, and 
when she approached the bar the southern- 
ers thought she was tho Harriet Lane. 
They had been warned that tho Harriot 
Lane was coining down. The famous bat- 
tery on Morris island threw a shot at tho 
Nashville on this supposition, nnd this 
opened tho hostilities in Charleston harbor. 
The shot foil half a milo from tho Nash- 
villo. It was followed by another, which 
came within a quarter of ,-imile of tho ves- 
sel. Captain Murray, who commanded tbo 
Nashville, gave orders at once to retire, 
from tho bar. To have gone in would huvo 
been certain destruction. 


As tho Nashville was leaving the bar 


the Harriet Lane hovo in sight. Captain 
Murray didn't want the captain of tho 
Lane to examine his papers, nnd ho shout- 
ed to his chief engineer, named Hood, to 
"shako her i(p." Tho captain of the Ijurui 
saw what was going on and fired a blank 
shot as a warning to stop.

wont. on. The Harriet Luno. swung around 
broadside, ou and fired a solid shot. 


"Stop her, Hood!" shouted Captain

Tbe tine of Separation Commenced AVitli 


tho Elective System, 


There was an old Harvard and there is a 


new, and the line of separation is so recent 
that a graduate of less than 20 years' stand- 
ing can rernenwer when it began to appear. 
It cnmo with the elective system and han 
developed year by year ns that system hua 
developed, and as students' names lumi 
multiplied 
in tho Harvard catalogue. 


Twenty years ago there wero still classes 
and class feeling at Harvard. Most of tlio 
studies of frushinun your and nearly half o£ 
tho sophomoru studies were, proscribed. 
There wore then about 200 students in o 
class. 


Nowadays u Harvard class has como to 


bo n much larger and looser aggregation of 
individuals, and tho facilities for knitting 
it together havo almost disappeared. Be- 
tween 400 and 500 luon now enter oolle.gr 
together. Only a single study, English, if 
prescribed to all of them. All the rest tln-y 
solcct, each man choosing what best suits 
his taste, inclinations nncl purposes. Moat 
of tbo elective courses ara open to students 
of several classes and to graduate students, 
und when a freshman has sorted out the 
studies he purposes to pursue, ho finds 
himself, in the lecturo or recitation room 
with an unclassified body of Icarnurs, 
most of them no doubt freshmen like him- 
self, but very likely with plenty of sopho- 
mores, too, and possibly with other upper 
class men and graduate students. Com- 
pulsory prayers huvo passed out of exist- 
ence, and ho rarely or never sees his own 
class nil together at ono time. 'Indeed, 
there is not a lecturo room in Harvard eol- 
Icgo that will seat all the members of tlui 
present freshman class at once. He rarclj 
ever sees a group of men together in nnj 
classroom nf whom ho can be sure, that nil 
of them aro his classmates.—Edward S, 
Martin in SoribnerV.

Tin y 
aro tho most treacherous animals; I know 
anything about, and I would as soon tru^t 
my safety to a lion ns to an elephant, no 
matter how well I may be acquainted with 
him or on what good terms we may ap- 
pear to be. 


"lam satisfied that tho naturalists am 


mistaken in the general belief that ele- 
phants live to bo 200 years old. Of cour?o 
it is a difficult matter to determine tho ago 
of an elephant with any degree of accu- 
racy, yet it can bo easily estimated on the i 
basis commonly used in arriving at the ex- j 
pootancy of all other animals. 
Tlio hu- 


man, 
for example, attains full growth at 


tho ago of 23 or :3!J years. With this knowl- 
edge wo cau estimate that tho average 
length of human life la three times tho llg- | 
uro nt which physical maturity is reached, 
or about (iO years. 
Dealing with the ele- 


phant on thr same basis, I cannot, estimate 
his expectancy at much over 100 years. 
Tho elephant quits growing nt tho npo of 
85 
On the principle accepted, therefore, 


he, cannot be exported to live moro than 
thrco times 35 years, or 105 years. Wo 
have ono elephant known to Ix- something 
IIVIT a hundred years old, but ho is show* 
ing his ago very decidedly, and I look for 
him to die moat any time."—St. Louis 
Kopublic.
